firma, involve continual embarrass- 
ments which men are prone to forget. 
There has been great encouraf?oment 
during the past week in the fact that 
November payments are far more sat- 
isfactory than was feared, and yet the 
extensions of the month would liave 
aeemed alarming other years. 

Merchantu who collect part of the 
amount due are rejoiced, hut their buy- 
ing power is not a.M liirne as usual. The 
extraordinary shrinkage in purchases 
for consumption, if lessening, has still 
made it impijssihle for many firms to 
go as bi'furr, and the larg(<8t failure of 
the past week, that of the Thurber- 
Whyland Company, ilhi'.tr.it. s embar- 
raesments which can not be terminated 
in a week or month. 

Monetary dithculties no longer 
hinder. It is true the treasurv casli 
has fallen to SOT.rtHH.Sy.") of which only 
$8.'),4HO,'-iU wun gold, but there ia no 
such alarm an there was when the gold 
reserve alono went below $100,000,000. 
BuBiness is not leaning on the treasury, 
and it is well that it if not. Keceipts 
for the month thus far are about ^5,- 
000,000 less than expentien and the im- 
ports in October deureased about |20,- 
00(1, oOti, partly bccaaae of inflated valu- 
ation of goods imported last year. 

Weekly imports at New York de- 
crease, in i)art fr(jm the .same cause. 

The condition of industries improves 
but they wisely wait the revival of pur- 
chases of consumers. Twenty-lour 
works of all kinds have wholly or in 

f>art resumed, against 14 closing. Yet 
ee.M than half the iron working power 
is active, and out of U\) woolens worljs 
at the east only 10 are working full 
time, while IT) were shut Nov. 1, the 
production for four moutlis m men's 
woolens being 14.848,431 yards against 
26,fi54,806 last year. State factory in- 
ipectors report that out of i»o,00o piT 
ions employed in textile mills in Phila- 
lielphia only 17,500 are at work. 

In boots and shoes there ia also de- 
cided improvement in spite of the fact 
that orders are smaller than usual, antl 
most factories are receiving orders, 
though not enough for full employ- 
ment. Shipments from Boston for the 
week were only 5 per cent less than a 
year ago.

Prince Alexander JTotfq^ ht BAttenberg, 
recently Prince of Bulgaria, was the son 
of Prince Alexander of Battenberg, Heaee, 
who died Dec. 15, 1888; waa the brother of 
the late Bmpieaa of Ruaaia, and was born 
April 5, 1867. Prinoe Alexander aarved in 
the Russian army during the war with 
Turkey; he waa elected hereditary prinoe 
of Bulgaria April 90, 187B. Tbe prinoe, by 
consenting to tbe imloo of tiie two Bui- 
gariaa, inooRsd tbe dlapleaaara of tbe czar 
and hia position beoame mors and more 
difQcnlt, niMl on Ang. 90, 1886, part of his 
army, inatigated by Ruaaian aoante, it is 
said, revolted and forced him to atgn his 
abdication. On Jan. 11, 1880, the prince 
took the name of "Comte Oe Ha r tenau," 
and In the month following married a sale 
brated aotreaa, Fraulein Amelia Lolslager, 
and retired to bis satate here:

THE UVWBST SBSaiON YET.

Philadblpbia, Nov. 18.— Tha foorth 
day of tb4 Kaighte of Labor general 
assembly waa the liveliest yet (Gen- 
eral Master Workman Powderly made 
a scathing denunciation of the methods 
of certain men in the order and a gen- 
eral denial of tiie charges made by 
Secretary TrflasArer Hayee. He talked 
for a long time about the ocder and ita 
ftitareprotpeots. "■ '• 

Other members made things Uvaly 
by declaring that the storiee printed in 
two of ttaa 'Mnaielphia mommg papers 
wtreilMb; madvoutpf the whole cloth. 
Their statoBtnts irere challenged by 
several of the opposing faction, who 
said there was a great deal of trnth in 
the s!tories> Thi» debate was bo long 
and so animated that tha ganaMd mas- 
ter workmen did not Stan hlsspaeoh 
until nearly 12 o'clock. 

Aa usual, the meeting was held be- 
hind closed doors, and t3ie reporters 
were referred to ' A. 9. WorBiey of 
Beaverdam, Ky.. editora of the Ken- 
tucky Induatrialiat and a member of 
the preaa committee. Mr. Worsley 
aaid the greater part of the time was 
taken up with the work of correcting 
the minutes of the past three days. 

The only question of interest, in the 
opinion of the press committee, was a 
proj)oeed change in the constitution by 
which delegates shall hereafter be 
elected by popular vote instead of from 
central orbanizatioua, as at present. 
The new plan ia f avoriad by many, but 
is opposed bv soma, and no aetion was 
tnlien upon it. 

In the afternoon Master Workman 
Powderly resumed his address. He 
called to mind a nnmber of alleged 
vi(dation of rules by some of tbe dele- 
gates. Ue said very plainly some one 
was divulging the secret deliberations 
of the assembly both to individuals and 
newapapers, and recommended that 
measnree he adopted by the delegates 
in parson who were not guilty of any 
aVMi violations, to endeavor to have tbe 
practice stopped. Thia created no little 
comment, and the usnm jurotestations 
of innocence from all. 

Mr. Powderly also denounced the 
charges made by Secretary-Treasurer 
Hayes as absolutely and unqualifiedly 
false. He said that there had been no 
misapplication of funds donated for the 
relief of the strikers at Homestead and 
that each and every act of tbe execu- 
tive board was open to the inspection of 
the delegates to the general assembly. 
He explained where and bow aU the 
money said to have been misapplied 
was used, lie then appealed to the gen- 
eral assembly, and asxed if they were 
not satisfied with his explanation. 

He intimated that charges and false 
reports were ffiven to newspaper repre- 
sentatives by persons who had a tjiiev- 
ance or fancied, acainsts the meml)ers 
of the executive board, and in unmeas- 
ured terms denounced suob proceedings 
as being unworthy of ^a Imigbt anda 
gentleman. 

On his viev.'s locking towAid the 
amalgamation of the knights with kin- 
dred orj^Hui/.ations, he elaborated ouito 
exten.siv. ' t . He stated that he had the 
person.Tl lus.uraiu e from ofiicials of sev- 
eral of the large labor organizations 
that they wouM take immediate stvpa 
to set the matter properly before their 
resjmctivo associations. 

Pi>IiuliNt Congressman Duvih is au- 
thority fur the statement that f*Mme ac- 
tion of Kfneriil intereHt will ))»< taken by 
the nrisembly.

The nivn iiiinit di- 
ately lost control of the truck, and lil»fl 
a llaBh it rushed down the mouiitaiii 
side. Afraid to jump, and realizin>; 
their dant^er, thu men cried wildly for 
assistance, .Many per-'uns along the 
road watched them in hi lijless horror. 
Just as the curve alio\f Hazel Creek 
was reached and on llie edgn of a h\y,h 
embankment, snap went the forward 
wheel and in an instant the truck with 
its freight wa.s jjrecipitated to the bot- 
tom of the bank, 800 feet Itelow. 

Andrew Konitz was taken from the 
wreck dead. Alike Mority was fatally 
injured. Foreman Eck sustained se- 
vere contusions on the body and head. 
Joe Taurenz had his legs broken and 
ht ad cut. The other three men escajied 
with severe but not dangerous injuries.

aOUTHCW N MANUF ACTURERS 

Afyeol PahUely to the Demoe tesl e l^artjr 
For Frotootlon. 

WASHuroTOM, Nov. 18.— Tha sontb- 
em maavfaotnrers, who are protesting 
against the abolition of the duty on 

iron ore and coal, have issued a public 
statement appealing to the Democratic 
party for protection to the several hun- 
dred millions of dollars invested in 
manufactories and mineral lands in the 
"New youth" within the past 15 years. 

The delegation representing the 
southern manufacturers is now in the 
city. 

The statement is an appeal to Demo- 
crats and to the manufacturers of the 
west and south for co-operation in re- 
sisting any legislation having for its 
object the placing of iron ore and coal 
un the free list contains a long argu- 
ment against such propositions. 

The following extracts from the 
statement will serve to give its pur- 
port : 

"It is far more important to defend 
the money that has already been invest- 
ed under the tariff on ore and coal than 
to attempt to build up tbe manufacture 
of iron in those parts of the country 
from which it was slowly passing by 
the operation of natural cuuses. The 
state of Michigan produces more 
iron ore today than all the 
Btatee put together, omitting Minnesota, 
and if free iron ore is to be the iaaue, 
she will need to look lo her supremacy. 
The sonthern Iron tteti have resolved 
to i^eirist the repeal, forgetting for the 
taoment all differences of political 
beliof, and mindful only of that 
better and mote stable thing, to 
wit, domeetio moeperity. Millions 
of dollars have oeen inveeted in the 
south in the mining of iron ore and 
coal on the aupposition and a reason- 
able one too. that they Wonld not be 
put in jeopardy in the house of their 
friends. If the duty is repealed and 
there should follow tha ereotlon' of 
furnacee on tha ooast, as la now 
anticipated, what ia to <beoome of 
the investment already madaf It is 
easy enough to say, after fnmaoeo have 
been blown out and rolling milla oloaed 
down, that a mistake has been msde, 
but that will not repair the wrong."

PRECAUTIONS OF NO AVAIL 



The I7pholat«ry Cut hmiI .SlnKht-d ami Fur- 
nltar* Deatrojed — The Whole Aflhtr

Bloody Hkulla— The IIou*«lioli1 Excited. 
No Tellinc What Will Happen Nrzt. 

Washington, Nov. 18.— In spite of 
all precautions that have been taken 

for proteotton of the president and to 

keep cranks away from the White 

House, the sacred precincts of the man- 
sion have l)een entered in some mvs- 
terious manner, and the president's 
household is greatly excited. For 
many weeke paet there hae been a 
eeries of robbsriaa of • myitsrions and 
peculiar kind in Washington. The 
burglars have stolen but few thinge, 
but have at each visit destroyed a con- 
aiderable amount of furniture, slash- 
ing i)ianos and chairs and rutting up 
table linen and clothing. Every effort 
to trace the criminals has failed. 

Without any thon^'ht al)out busineaa 
but solely for th^ protection of the 
president, the W^e* House has l)een 
guarded by siiecial dete<-tives and 
policemen in addition to the regular 
watchmen, and every precaution tiaa 
been taken to prevent any uuanthorised 
person from entering the bnilting. 
The eaat room only Iiaa been open to 
viaitora. 

No one has been permitted to enter 
there who looks suspicious, and those 
who have been permitted to examine 
the room have been in charge of watch- 
men. All other parts of the house have 
been closed to all visitors except on spe- 
cial occasions. Notwithstanding all 
these nrecautions it has be< n demon- 
stratea that some one has entered with- 
out the knowledge of the guardians. 

It has been discovered that some per- 
son or persons, possibly a crank, has 
entered the green room where visitors 
are not allowed except with a guard in 
attendance, and sla.shed the furniture 
with a knife. Great slashes in the form 
of a cross have been cut in the beauti' 
ful satin upholstery, and other acts ot 
vandalism with no other object in 
view, or whether it was done by some 
crank as a warning or threat against 
the president is not known. Ihe sup- 
position is that the cutting of crosses 
in the furniture is intended as a tlireat 
such as a senders of bloodthirsty let- 
ters convey by erossbonss and bloody 
skulls.

The movement of hogs ih enlarging 
moderately, but still fhort of correppond- 
ing time last year. Returns and esti- 
mates for the week indicat<i the total 
packing in the Wcs't afl240,0(X), compared 
with 2O."i,0O<) the preceding wt»ek, an<l 
300,000 forcrrcsponding pcr:!)d;ia.'il year. 
The total from November 1 is approxi- 
mately 445,000 hogs, compared with 525,- 
000 a year ago. Prices of hogs have had 
some tendency to lower values, bat not 
to the extent which packers have hoped 
for, and some of the larger winter con- 
cerns still remain out of the market, 
while othen are operating on a restricted 
scale. 

The position of values is not regarded 
as a safe one, and unleea there is a de- 
cided farther redaction in price of hogs 
it is likely that many hoosos sooustomed 
to operating in the winter season will 
continue to wait, or not open at all. It 
is not so much the fear of an excessive 
number of hogs during the winter months 
as the apprehension that the enlarge- 
ment In toe spring and summer months 
will be equal to producin)^ unprofitable 
markets for the surplus winter product 
which must necewaii'v be earned for- 
ward.— Price ' ii; M i.t.

They were notified by telegram this 
morning of his death, and the burial will 
not take place until they arrive.

Third— Nor CHii t\ jhtsoh by lm|>i)rtiitloii or 
otherwise an agent or servant, or a.s a " Ko l>e- 
twevn," procure for or deliver to another such 
liquors to be used as a beverage, thouh'h such 
persons may with a prescription prescribed In 
food faith by a physician procure such liquors 
from the physician or idnigglst, to be used as a 
medldne. The sick man need not go after 
the llqoorln person. 

Fourth— Each sale or procurement must be 
accompanied by tht dtotinct pratcriptlon, and a 
penon can not obtain inoli liquor* mm a druv- 
glst or Bhyiioian on a ntMeriptioo iadsflnjtr as 
to <|uanlltrsoieaetN as te tont taUm dsUv- 

erU-n. 

The court added : " If some of the fea- 
tures of the act seem harsh or arbitrary 
it is to be remembered that tho way to 
kill a law is to enforce it."
